A Tornadoe's Awful Work. 

Cincinnati. O. Sept. 9.— Washing- 
ton Court House Is the county seat of 
Fayette county, In this Stale. 

Last night's experience oi the inhab- 
itants of this town has no parallel in 
the experU-uco of any town in Ohio. 
About S o'clock u heavy cloud began 
risiug in the north, ami a few minutea 
afterward clouds also appeared in the 
south and west, gradually obscuriug 
the sky. At 7.46 o'clock the heavens 
were tilled with whirling masses of 
clouds, which seemed to be going in al- 
most every direction at once. In a 
few minutes later a heavy rainfall be- 
gan. That and the darkness drove 
everybody into shelter. Soon after the 
rain began to fall the wind came with a 
terri tying sound. 

People were not frightened until 
they heard the rattle of signs crashing 
in the terrlllc storm. The wind kept 
getting worse and worse uu til the most 
substantial buildings in the town rock- 
ed on their foundations at Hie mercy 
Of t h a stead I ly 1 lie reasi tig gal e , Bricks 
and beams, roofs, fences, and almost 
every coucelvahle thing that could pos- 
sibly be wrenched loose flew through 
the air, scattei lug death and destruc- 
tion everywhere. The work of the 
storm was almost instantaneous. Some 
say It was over in two minutes, but 
nobody could lake note of time in 
such a fearful experience, Above the 
Herce roaring was heard the crashing 
of broken and falling buildings and the 
Incessant booming of thunder which 
followed the sharp flashes of lightning 
that aeeuied to plunge into the town 
from every side. 

The storm Brst struck the house of 
J, N. Roberts about six miles west of 
Washington. He and his family were 
upstairs when they heard the cyclone 
coming. They hastened to the cellar 
for safety, and had scarcely been quar- 
tered there when the entire bouse iu
